Balance  Sheet

funds  in  the  hands  of  the  University  amounting  to  $85,479.31 ;  the  endowment  fund  of 
the  University  from  the  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862  (see  also  page  12),  $649,012.91;  the 
obligation  to  the  United  States  Government  for  equipment  loaned  for  military  instruc-

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Mill  Tax  Fund 

Appropriations  made  to  the  University  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Illinois  are  payable  ordinarily  from  the  proceeds  of  a  one  mill  tax  levied  on  all  prop- 
erty in  the  state  under  an  Act  of  June  10,  1911.  (This  act  was  amended  in  1919  to 
provide  for  a  tax  of  two-thirds  of  one  mill.)  A  summary  of  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments of  this  fund  from  its  beginning  to  June  30,  1919,  is  shown  on  pages  44  and  4s. 

The  receipts  to  the  fund  to  and  including  the  tax  year  1917,  which  vvere  supposed 
to  provide  funds  for  appropriations  to  and  including  the  year  ending  June  30,  1919,  were 
insufficient  to  meet  such  appropriations  by  the  amount  of  $159,802.65.  This  balance  was 
allowed  to  remain  unexpended  from  appropriations  for  1917-19,  as  per  page  12. 

Government  War  Schools 

During  the  Great  War,  the  University  established  and  conducted  at  the  request  of 
the  United   States  Government  two  schools   for  the  training  of  soldiers: 

The  School  of  Military  Aeronautics,  in  which  technical  instruction  was  given  to 
men  in  the  aviation  service,  and  the  Students  Army  Training  Corps,  in  which  students 
were  enrolled  with  the  privilege  of  taking  certain  of  the  regular  courses  in  the  Univer- 
sity All  such  men  were  furnished  mess  and  quarters  in  addition  to  instruction,  and 
for  this  service  the  University  was  paid  by  the  United  States  Government  fixed  rates 
per  man  for  instruction  and  for  mess.  . 

Expenditures  on  account  of  the  School  of  Military  Aeronautics,  as  per  page  4fi, 
were  $471,257.21,  while  the  income  from  the  Lnited  States  Government  together  with 
receipts  from  miscellaneous  sources,  exceeded  this  amount  by  $23,224.16. 

Expenditures  on  account  of  the  Students  Army  Training  Corps,  for  which  under 
the  contract  with  the  Government  the  University  was  supposed  to  be  fully  reimbursed, 
were  $688,494.30,  as  per  page  47,  while  the  income  from  the  Government  and  from 
miscellaneous  sources  amounted  to  only  $675,182.17,  a  deficit  of  $13,312.13. 

Although  the  transactions  on  account  of  these  schools  are  practically  complete,  the 
figures  here  given  are  not  final.

Investments 

The  investments  of  the  University,  other  than  trust  funds,  include  only  properties 
and  securities  received  as  donations  to  provide  funds  for  the  construction  of  buildings. 
Statements  are  shown  on  pages  60  and  61  of  the  lands  donated  by  Captain  Thomas  J 
Smith  for  the  Tina  Weedon  Smith  Memorial  Music  Hall,  and  other  securities  donated 
by  Honorable  William  B.  McKinlev  for  the  Hospital.  e?iemnnn 

The  Smith  farms  were  estimated  by  Captain  Smith  to  yield  a  total  of  $2  5.000.00, 
while  the  actual  gross  realization  to  June  30,  1919,  was  $216,189.15,  from  which  ex- 
pen  es  including  annuity  payments  to  the  donor  of  $23,399.17,  as  per  contract,  have  been 
paid  to  the  total  amount  of  $27,448.78,  leaving  a  net  amount  available  for  use  in  the 
building  of  the  Music  Hall  of  $188,740.37  «ionnnnnn    ,„h 

The  securities  donated  by  Mr.  McKinley  were  of  a  par  value  of  $120,000.00,  a  id 
were  estimated  to  yield  $90,000.00,  of  which  $20,732.39  was  realized  to  June  30,  1919, 
through  sales  and  income  of  securities. 

Indebtedness 

Certain  property  of  the  University,  located  in  Chicago,  is  encumbered  to  the  extent 
of  $232  000.00,  such  indebtedness  having  existed  against  the  property  at  the  time  of  its 
acquisition.    An  analysis  of  this  indebtedness  appears  on  page  62.

Id.  REPORT   OF   THE    COMPTROLLER 

From  United  States  Grants 

The  University  of  Illinois  is  one  of  a  number  of  state  institutions  throughout  the 
country  receiving  the  benefit  of  certain  Federal  grants  providing  aid  for  state  institutions 
giving  instruction  in  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts.  The  first  and  most  important  of 
these  is  known  as  the  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862,  by  which  tracts  of  land  were  assigned  to 
the  various  institutions  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  In  the  case  of  the 
University  of  Illinois,  the  land  assigned  to  it,  (480,000  acres)  has  been  fully  disposed  of, 
and  the  fund  thus  accrued  amounts  to  $649,012.91.  This  fund  was  taken  over  by  the 
State  in  1897,  and  interest  on  it  at  the  rate  of  5%  per  annum  is  paid  semi-annually  to 
the  University  by  the  State  under  an  appropriation  from  General  Revenue. 

The  Morrill  and  Nelson  Acts  provide  for  direct  appropriations  to  institutions  accept- 
ing aid  under  the  Act  of  1862.  Payment  for  the  amounts  due  the  University  is  made 
to  the  State  Treasurer  by  the  United  States  Treasurer  and  the  funds  thus  received  are 
appropriated  to  the  University  regularly  by  the  General  Assembly,  after  which  they  are 
paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  for  disbursement. 

The  Hatch  and  Adams  Acts  provide  appropriations  for  the  aid  of  agricultural 
experiment  stations  and  the  amounts  thus  appropriated  are  paid  in  quarterly  instal- 
ments to  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  by  the  United  States  Treasurer,  and  are 
disbursed  by  him  on  special  warrants. 

The  Smith-Lever  Act  provides  aid  for  extension  work  in  agriculture  and  home 
economics,  the  amount  of  the  _  fund  increasing  year  by  year,  and  based  on  the  rural 
population  of  the  state.  The  income  to  the  University  of  Illinois  from  this  fund  in 
1918-19  was  $101,987.69.  These  funds  are  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  by 
the  United  States  Treasurer  in  semi-annual  instalments,  and  are  disbursed  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  University  on  special   warrants. 

The  Smith-Hughes  Act  of  1917  provides  aid  for  states  establishing  courses  in  voca- 
tional branches,  and  for  training  of  teachers  in  such  branches.  Under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  the  states  accepting  the  benefit  therefrom  and  complying  with  its  provisions  will 
be  reimbursed  for  one-half  of  the  expenditures  for  these  purposes,  the  administration 
of  the  funds  being  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Board  of  Vocational  Education,  reimburse- 
ment to  institutions  is  made  only  on  the  basis  of  expenditures  previously  made  and  the 
amount  shown  in  the  present  report  for  the  year  1918-19  represents  the  claims  of  the 
University  for  reimbursement  of  expenditures  of  this  Act.  (Amount  subject  to  ad- 
justment.) 
From  State  Appropriations 

Appropriations  to  the  University  for  the  biennium  1917-19  to  the  amount  of  $4,800,- 
000.00  were  made  from  the  income  of  the  one  mill  tax  levied  in  accordance  with  an  act 
of  the  General  Assembly  passed  in  1911.  The  receipts  from  the  tax  levies  during  this 
period,  however,  were  insufficient  to  make  up  this  sum,  as  per  pages  44  and  45.  Vouch- 
ers were  certified  against  the  appropriations,  therefore,  only  to  the  amount  of  receipts 
actually  collected  and  available  for  disbursement.  The  total  amount  expended  under 
appropriations  for  the  biennium  was  therefore,  $4,640,197.35,  leaving  an  unexpended 
balance  on  June  30,  1919,  of  $159,802.65  (see  pages  42  and  43). 
From  Student  Fees 

The  amounts  shown  as  received   from  student   fees  are  the  net  amounts  after  all 
refunds  have  been  deducted.     A   statement  of  the  amounts  of  the  various  classes  of 
fees  assessed  in  the  various  departments  of  the  University  may  be  found  in  the  Annual 
r.     All  student  fees  are  payable  in  full  at  time  of  registration. 
From  Departmental  Sales 

Income  under  this   head   includes   all   manner  of  sales  of  produce,  of   returns   for 
service  of  various  kinds,  and  of  sales  of  worn  out  or  scrapped  material.     In  the  case 
of  productive  departments  such  as  those  of  the  College  of  Agriculture,  the  gross  sales 
of  each  division  are  indicated   whether  those   sales   are  made  to  other  departments  of 
the  University  or  to  parties  outside  of  the  University.     It  must  be  noted,  however,  that 
do  not  necessarily  indicate  the  gross  production  of  any  depart- 
tnent,  inasmuch  as  material  consumed  by  the  department  producing  it  would  not  here 
orded.

REPORT    OF    THE    COMPTROLLER 


EXPENDITURES 

AH  expenditures  of  the  University  are  made  on  properly  approved  vouchers  charge- 
able against  existing  balances  in  appropriations  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Ex- 
penditures are  classified  in  two  ways:  first,  departmental  classification;  second,  service 
and  commoditv  classification.  The  following  schedules  contain  an  analysis  of  all  ex- 
penditures of  the  University  of  Illinois  for  the  year  1918-19  under  these  two  classifica- 
tions, and  in  addition,  for  comparison,  a  statement  of  the  total  expenditures  for  the 
year  1917-18,  and  the  resulting  totals  for  the  biennium. 

It  is  the  custom  of  the  University  to  pay  immediately  any  bill  that  becomes  due. 
As  a  result,  the  item  "accounts  payable"  is  a  negligible  item  and  cash  disbursements 
of  the  institution  represent  its  current  expenditures. 

Figures  given  in  this  section  are  exclusive  of  all  revolving  funds  and  trust  funds, 
statements  of  which  will  be  found  on  pages  42  and  43  and  38  to  41,  respectively. 

The  service  and  commoditv  distribution  of  expenses  conforms  closely  to  the 
schedule  adopted  by  the  State  of  Illinois  in  its  1917  Budget.  In  further  explanation 
of  items  of  this  classification,  the  following  outline  is  given: 

OPERATION  AND  MAINTENANCE  EXPENDITURES 

Salaries  and  Wages  .  . 

Includes  all  compensation  for  personal  service,  whether  for  instruction  and  research, 
including  salaries  of  instructors  and  technical  assistants  and  stipendia  of  fellows  and 
scholars,  for  administrative  and  clerical  service,  for  lectures  and  recitals,  or  for  labor. 

Office  Expense 

Includes    expenditures    for   stamps,   postal    cards,    telephone   exchange    service   and 
tolls,   telegraph   and   messenger   service,    freight,   express   and   drayage,    stationery,    ink, 
pencils,  drafting  and  drawing  materials,  record  books  and  binders  for  office  use,  rubber 
stamps  and  typewriter  supplies. 
Printing  and  Publications 

Includes  the  printing  of  office  forms,  letterheads,  notes,  blanks,  etc.,  and  the  pub- 
lishing of  bulletins,  circulars  and  reprints,  and  the  engraving  of  cuts  for  such  publica- 
tions. 
Traveling  Expense 

Includes  all  such  expenses  paid  by  the  University,  whether  for  University  employees 
or  other  persons,  also  board,  livery,  etc.,  of  employees  temporarily  in  the  field. 

Supplies 

Includes  supplies  for  class  work  or  research,  such  as  chemicals,  glassware,  light 
apparatus  of  temporary  nature,  animals   for  dissection,  etc.,   and   general   supplies,   in-

Includes  the  cost  of  new  buildings;  additions  to  buildings;  the  purchase  of  land; 
and  the  improvements  made  thereon,  such  as  pavements,  walks,  grading,  fencing,  tiling, 
irrigation,  sewers,  wells  with  their  windmills,  pumps,  curbs,  etc.,  nursery  stock  for  per- 
manent ornamentation,  and  farm  buildings,  also  tunnels,  conduits,  lighting  systems,  and 
switch  tracks. 

Furniture  and  Apparatus 

Includes  the  cost  of  laboratory  apparatus,  including  machinery  in  engineering  lab- 
oratories, lantern  slides,  musical  instruments  in  studios,  charts,  maps,  cameras,  stereop- 
ticons,  laboratory  trucks,  etc.,  of  furniture,  including  desks,  tables,  chairs,  stools,  filing 
cases,  window  shades,  awnings,  movable  blackboards,  pianos,  pictures  except  when 
classed  as  museum  material,  portable  desk  lamps,  linoleum,  lockers,  etc. ;  of  office 
equipment,  including  typewriters,  adding  and  computing  machines,  telephones  and  arms, 
electric  fans,  dictaphones,  dictagraphs,  addressographs,  duplicators  and  mimeographs ; 
of  machinery  and  tools,  both  for  the  physical  plant  and  the  farms;  and  of  live  stock, 
including  farm  animals  of  all  kinds,  but  not  small  animals  for  laboratory  dissection, 
which  are  classed  under  supplies  for  instruction. 
Books  and  Specimens 

Includes  expenditures  for  books,  bound  periodicals,  pamphlets,  circulars  kept  per- 
manently, subscriptions  to  periodicals  when  retained  for  permanent  library,  and  bind- 
ing; and  for  illustrative  material  such  as  skeletons,  models,  pictures,  etc.
